State Commission Asked to 


Limit Hours for Women 


and Minors 


The Wisconsin Stats Federation 


of Labor, the Milwaukee Council ol 
Social Agencies, and the Wisconsin 
Consumers' League today filed -with 
the industrial commission a peti- 
tion, asking it to isaue orders lim- 
iting the hours of labor of -women 
and minors to 8 hours-ver day an( 
to 44 hours per week. The commis- 
sion is. asked toK establish a higher 
minimum wage rate. -' 


It is stated that a .work"thy for 


women and minors of not more than 
eight hours and not more'than 44 
hours per -week is a social require- 
ment and is necessary to protect 
the life, health, safety and -welfare 
of women and minor employes. It 
is also stated that the . minimum 
wage for women and minors hereto- 
fore established is -insufficient to 
afford a proper living. 


Under the statutes it is the duty 


.of tho industrial 
commiaeion 
to 


determine the limitations 
of the 


hours cf labor of women and min- 
ors. The industrial commission in 
1917 issued orders prohibiting night 
work for women and 
minors in 


manufactories and laundries, and 
limiting night v»rk in other -places 
of employment, to winch the law 
relates, to eight hours per. day 'and 
48 hours per week. The commis- 
sion at that time, did not disturb 
the limitation of 10 hours per day 
and 66 hours per week for 
day 


work. 


The minim-am wage ra'te was es- 


tablished by the industrial commis- 
sion in 1919. The commission then 
found the living wage to be 22c per 
hoar. 


The industrial commission • will 


consider what a it ion it should take 
upon the petition at its meeting to 
be held next Tuesday. The peti- 
tioners in this case are the same 
organization which presented' the 
petitions'under which .the commis- 
sion tcted in* 1917 and again 
in

FRENCH SOUPS. 


Delicious soups are n leature-o 


French "cuisine." 'Matt noted chef; 
have,their own particular "potage/ 
and many of the housewives are 
famous for their appetizing broths 
that can be obtained nowhere else 
with exactly tha same flavor.. 


There are two kinds of "potages 


in French cooking—"potago graf 
and "potago maigre." 


All potages gras are made from 


the bouillon-or liquor of the "pbt- 
au-feu," literally bhe "pot on the 
ire," meaning a dish always on 
land and ready to serve. This is 
the national 
French 
soup—and 


must be made in an earthenware 
pan with a lid whictt Is specially 
sold for 'tbo purpose. 


All potages maigres are roade 


withvwater and butter and various 
vegetables. The majority of Amer- 
can's think that soup can be gooc 
only when made--'with meat stocit—- 
which is' a mistake, for -all soups 
maigres are excellent if properly 
cooked. 


Pot-au-Fen—Four pounds 'brisket 


of beef, one small head cabbage, 
rwo leeks, one large onion, two me- 
dium sized carrots, two sprigs ol 
>arsloy, small piece of bay leaf and 
:hyme, four cloves, 12'peppercorns, 
one tablespoon salt, six quarts cold 
water and one-half pound Frenc'o 
iread. 


Put meat in large kettle, add wa- 
et and heat slowly to boiling point. 
Wash and' clean vegetables. 
Stick 


cloves in the onion, tie the cabbage 
and ^leeka together and add all to 
he meat. 
Cut carrots in pieces 


and add with .the other seasonings. 
Coyer and • let simmer slowly tor 
our hours. 
Just before serving, "cut the bread 


n small pieces, place in a hot tu- 
^en, -add some of tne vegetables cut 
n pieces. Remove meat from pot, 
eason both to taste and^strain into 
he tureen. Sprinkle piftsiey on top 
ind serve. The meat and rest of 
he vegetables may be- servd as a' 
eparate course. 
Potage Maigre—Leeks and pota- 


;oes are the foundation of this po- 
ato maigre. Peel and quarter six 
or eight large potatoes, chop, finely 
five or six leeks, put them into & 
quart 'and a half of water with salt 
and pepper; boil for two hours; Btir 
in a romp of butter and serve with 
small slices of bread. This soup 
may be passed through a colander 
before the butter is added, if de- 
sired.
